W A S H I N G T O N , March 15— [Special] — 
T he senate proceeded this m orning 
to the consideration 
of the Bland 
bill. 
Senator Cary of 
Wyoming, 
speaking against it. The measure as 
it stood providing for the coining of 
the seigniorage passed at I o'clock by 
a vote 
of 
forty-four 
yeas 
and 
th irty -one nays. 
In 
the 
house 
bill passed giving the officials in Okla­ 
hom a the rig h t to lease the school 
lands. 
They then took up sundry 
civil 
bill 
as 
a 
commit­ 
tee 
of 
the 
whole. A discovery 
im portant to the public in general and 
to pork packers in particular has been 
made in the revised Wilson bill. 
Un­ 
less some change be made one of two 
things will happen—SO per cent of the 
raw sugar now imported by this coun­ 
try will continue to come in free or (2) 
the embargo which, prior to the opera­ 
tion of the reciprocity 
idea, 
shut 
out 
our 
pork 
products 
from 
European m arkets will 
be 
reim­ 
posed. 
The discovery, the accuracy 
of which is vouched for by Senators 
Voorhees and Vest of the general com­ 
mittee, is th a t should the bill become 
a law in its present shape the reci­ 
procity agreements now existing be­ 
tw een 
this country and 
Germany, 
Spain, Brazil and other countries \Vill 
not be disturbed. 
The bill deprives 
the President of the power to nego­ 
tiate further reciprocity agreements, 
b u t does not harm those now in force. 
This clause in the senate bill is in 
section 106, which was section SO in 
the house bill, and repeals section 3, 
w hich contains the reciprocity pro­ 
vision of the McKinley law. 
But it 
Explicitly provides th a t “the repeal of 
existing laws or modifications thereof 
embraced in this aot shall not affect 
any7 act done or any right accruing or 
accrued before the said repeal,” etc., 
b u t all rights and liabilities under said 
law s shall continue and may be en ­ 
forced in the same m anner as if said 
repeal or modification had not been 
m ade.” 
A statem ent having been published 
to the effect th a t Mr. Caffery had 
given the representatives of the beet 
sugar industry in Kansas and Ne­ 
braska th e assurance th a t he would in­

any court of the United States, but 
shall be collectable by the proper au­ 
thorities of such state, county or m u ­ 
nicipality according to the assessment, 
w hether such corporation be in the 
hands of receivers or not. 
A seizure as 
well as the sale of any property for the 
collection of any such taxes shall 
divest the receiver and the court of all 
control over the same; provided, th a t 
any and all property taken out of the 
hands of the receiver and from under 
the control of the court, and not sold 
for such taxes shall be returned to the 
receiver and shall be again under the 
control of the court: and provided 
fu it ier th a t a corporation or a re­ 
ceiver of a corporation shall have the 
same right th a t a citizen of such state, 
county or municipality may have un­ 
der the laws of such state to apply for 
the abatem ent of any tax, or to sue or 
defend on account of any alleged over­ 
assessment on improper assessment in I 
any court having jurisdiction.”

B o is e , Idaho, March 1 3 .— News w a s 
received in this city yesterday that the 
Indian Creek reservoir had broken and 
was sweeping down upon ranches and 
villages, carrying destruction and ruin 
in its path. 
This reservoir was con­ 
structed of solid masonry at the head 
of Indian Creek to irrigate an orchard 
of 640 acres. 
The reservoir covered 
500 acres. 
The dam cost $50,000. 
The 
country between Bysuka and Cald­ 
well is all under water. 
Every ra il­ 
road bridge 
between 
Nampa 
and 
Bysuka is washed out and many miles 
of railroad track is submerged, which 
will prevent trains from running over 
the Short line for many days. 
The 
dam broke about noon and messen­ 
gers were sent at breakneck speed on 
horseback to warn the settlers and 
urge families to hasten to places of 
safety. 
A mighty wall of water came 
sweeping down Indian creek, bearing 
houses, sheep, calves, barns, farm ing 
utensils, and submerging whole farms. 
The citizens of Nampa, a little town 
on the Short line, saw the approach of 
I the devastating w aters and tied to 
I high ground. 
Soon all the lower part 
! of the town was under w ater from five 
1 to tw enty feet deep. 
Fifty houses are

an d many families are w ithout 
! shelter and bedding. 
It is reported 
here th a t two men were drowned, one 
while attem pting to save his property 
and another who rushed to his assist-

The cause of the disaster was

caused the rapid melting of the snow 
in the mountains. 
Snake river rose 
eight feet in one day. 
This part of 
Idaho has had the heaviest fall of snow 
this w inter known for years, and this 
melting rapidly filled the creeks and 
burst the dam. 
So far Mountain Home 
reservoir is safe, but fears are enter­ 
tained th a t it will share the fate of its 
Indian creek neighbor.

D ea th Dealing; W eapons. 
The Arm strong company has shown 
6ome very interesting experiments with 
the latest ordnance. A 0 inch gun was 
fired four tim es in 20 seconds aud an 8 
inch gun three tim es in 30 seconds. A tor­ 
pedo was driven satisfactorily with cordite 
as a powder. There was a searchlight 
which would keep its beam upon an object 
no m atter how violently the vessel rolled. 
A IO inch 30 ton gun, when it was fired, 
opened the breech screw by the recoil and 
wound up a spring, which, when released, 
would close the breech again. A 4 7-10 
field howitzer anchored itself after the dis­ 
charge by driving a spade shaped plate into 
the ground, after which its recoil was met 
by a jacket which surrounds it. 
A quick firing field gun, which anchors 
itself in a sim ilar manner, fired five rounds 
of shrapnel in 53 seconds. A 15 pounder 
mountain howitzer could be taken to pieces 
so that no part of it would weigh more than 
200 pounds. Jt is screwed together in five 
minutes. A 0 inch gun, with light port­ 
able disappearing m ountings for a long 
siege strain, could betaken apart so that no 
portion weighed more than three tons, IO 
hours being required to mount it. 
A 0 inch naval gun fired five times in 09 
seconds, each time at a different range and 
target. A plate of special steel designed 
for a shield received rifle and gaffing gun 
fire at IOO yards’ range without a single pen­ 
etration, while the plate hitherto used was 
penetrated at every shot, the galling gun 
almost cutting it in two.—Chicago Herald.

By the help of photography, aided by 
the spectroscope, the cloudy surface of the 
sun can now be examined.

MRS. MARTHA A. MILLER, 
accomplishes wonders with them. It is a 
thing which is strange to their beings. 
Every man is their enemy. They look at 
the wTorld as a cheerless place. Their in­ 
fluence counteracted and kept away from 
others is what is most desired in a move­ 
ment for reform.” 
The novitiate is sought after to be re­ 
claimed before hope of virtue is gone. To 
enumerate the boys that have been persuad­ 
ed from their evil ways by the “prisoners’ 
friend” would be difficult. Mrs. Miller’s 
work has not been entirely confined to pris­ 
ons and jails. She is well known in the hos­ 
pitals, where she has worked faithfully. 
She has gone among the slums and by force 
of moral suasion, in which she has the great­ 
est faith, she has sought out girls and put 
them in the way of better lives. 
Mrs. Miller is the pioneer prison reformer 
of America, and for 40 years she has been 
engaged in the work. In St. Louis in 1854, 
when she was scarcely 20 years old, a young 
man with whose parents she was very well 
acquainted was sentenced to a term in the 
penitentiary for larceny. She knew him to 
be innocent, hut despite all effort he was 
taken to Jefferson City. Mrs. Miller drew 
up a petition, took it from house to house 
in St. Louis and obtained many signatures. 
Then she conveyed it to the state capital 
aud laid it before the governor. Her first 
effort was successful. This experience with 
criminals interested h?r in the cause. 
Spurred on by success, she determined to 
devote herself to work in the prison. She 
studied out the question on two lines—th at 
poverty would diminish with crime and 
with it suffering; th at the redemption of 
the hardened from their ways and the turn 
ing back of the tyro in crime to the beaten 
path was the only true kind of charity. 
After a long work in St. Louis Mrs. Mil­ 
ler moved to Davenport, la., where she 
lived until she went to Chicago in 1882. 
Her fame had spread, and sh© held a place 
of honor among philanthropists. The first 
work Mrs. Miller did after she moved to 
Chicago was to begin an investigation ol! 
the penitentiary at Joliet. She called tothe 
minds of tho people the iniquity of the 
Public opinion was 
aroused, and the whipping post was banish 
ed. 
Prison reform began in earnest. The 
work did not stop with prisons, but went 
to the lockups and jails. 
Mrs. Miller does not believe in punish 
merit for crime and calls the prison and the 
jail schools of crime and the alm a maters 
of burglars and murderers. 
“Of course 
she says, “there are some men who are 
vicious and a menace to society, and some­ 
thing should be done with them. Society 
has to be protected; I appreciate that. 
In 
sane asylums are humane ami worthy in 
stitutions. I believe that penitentiaries 
make more crime. The more that crime is 
flaunted before the eyes of women ant. 
children, the more occasion there will be 
for punishment. Crime transm its itself 
W hat we ought to do is to restrain and 
educate our criminal class. Prison disci­ 
pline is worth more a thousand times than 
the grated cells, the high walls and tho 
prison guards.”

there was Judge I. S. Howe in Galesburg, 
Ills. He was playing croquet with some 
ladies one day when two gentlemen recog­ 
nized him as the long lost Boswell. He 
admitted it and suddenly went south, leav­ 
ing his trunk as security for a loan of £200. 
It was plain that Mrs. Boswell was in the 
scheme, as it was proved that she had vis­ 
ited “Judge Howe” iii Galesburg and had 
passed there as his neice. She was arrested, 
tried and convicted aud sentenced to pris­ 
on. Boswell was captured in Michigan in 
July, 1874, and escaped punishment on the 
technicality that a man and wife could not 
conspire. 
Here is a case that completely outdoes 
Meyer if he is guilty of what he is charged 
with: William Palmer lived in Hugely, a 
little town on the line of the Northwestern 
railway, England. In 1856 he was a fine 
looking man, 35 years old. He married the 
beautiful daughter of Colonel Brooks of 
the East India service. The girl’s mother 
had received from the colonel a life lease of 
his estate. Palmer was a fast liver. Ile 
loved horse racing and had a private labor­ 
atory where he nmde various chemical ex­ 
periments. When short of funds one day, 
he appealed to Mrs. Brooks. She went to 
live with her daughter at once. She died 
suddenly four days after she reached the 
Rugely home. By her death Palmer’s wife 
became owner of the Brooks estate, but un­ 
der his control. He now lived a faster life 
than ever. Four of his children, like Mrs. 
Brooks, died suddenly, with intervals of 
one or two years between the death of each. 
There remained one. At the mother’s death 
the estate would pass to that little one. 
Palmer had lite wife’s life Insured for 
$75,000. A sporting friend of Palmer’s, 
named Bladen, called upon him soon after­ 
ward to collect a debt of $3,500. He fell 
sick at Palmer’s house and died. Palmer’s 
“family physician” said the cause was cere­ 
bral fever. A year afterward Mrs. Palmer 
took sick and died. The “family physician” 
made out the death certificate, and soon 
afterward the London life companies paid 
the $75,000. Palmer then had his brother 
W alter’s life insured for $65,000. The broth­ 
er was a hard drinker. Palmer, the chem­ 
ical experimenter, gave him gin . to drink, 
and he died shortly. He then applied for 
the insurance; but, strange to say, when 
the companies refused to settle he never 
renewed the application. But Palmer was j 
such a good man! No neighbor suspected 
he would do a wrong act. 
In November, 1855, John Parsons Cook’s 
horse won at the Shrewsbury races $10,000, 
beating Palmer’s. The latter had bet heav­ 
ily, and his losses were great. Besides he 
had forged notes,to the extent of $65,000, 
and .exposure threatened him. Cook was 
worth $00,000, and Palmer had obtained 
CookV3 signature to many notes. He got 
Cook ito visit his (Palmer’s) Rugely house 
that month (November). Palmer gave Cook 
something to drrnk and gave him some 
pills. He died two days afterward. The 
“family physician” said the cause was apo­ 
plexy. The post mortem revealed evidences 
of poison. Palmer was tried for murder 
and found guilty and was hanged. The 
body of Mrs. Palmer had been by this time 
15 months in the grave. It was exhumed. 
It was found that she had died from the ef­ 
fects of antimony, which was detected in 
all partsof the body. The body of the broth­ 
er Walter was exhumed. It w as found that 
prussic acid Lad killed him. 
Palmer’s high social position and the 
medical certificates had prevented the life 
insurance companies from suspecting any 
wrongdoing. Ju st before the revelations 
as to Cook’s death Palmer had tried to in­ 
sure the life of his groom, George Bates, for 
$125,OOO. 
Palmer, in his application, de­ 
scribed Bates as a “gentleman of independ­ 
ent means.” He had also at the same time 
tried to have the life of the postmaster of 
Rugely insured for $‘20,000. The denoue­ 
ment in the Cook case consequently saved 
their lives.

The Armstrong company hay shown 


Eome very interesting experiments with 
the latest ordnance. A 0 inch gun was 
fired four times in 20 seconds and an 8 
Inch gun three times in 30 seconds. A tor- 
pedo was driven satisfactorily with cordite 
as a powder. There was a searchiight 
which would keep its beam upon an object 
no mutter how violently the vessel rolled. 


A 10 inch 30 ton gun, when ib was fired, 


opened the breech screw by the recoil and 
woundup a spring, which, when released, 
would close the breech again. A 4 7-10 
field howitzer anchored itself after the dis- 
charge by driving a spade shaped p'.ate into 
the ground, after which its rccuil was met 
by a jacket which surrounds it, 


A quick (inn;;; Held gun, which anchors 


itself in a similar inunnur, fired five rounds 
of shrapnel in D3 seconds. A 15 pounder 
mountain howitzer could be taken to pieces 
so that EO part of it would weigh more than 
200 pounds. It is screwed together in five 
minute?. A C inch gun, with light port- 
able disappearing mountings for a, long 
siege strain, could betaken apart so that.no 
portion weighed more than three tons, 10 
hours being required to mount it. 


A 0 inch naval gun fired five times in C9 


seconds, eacli time ut a different range and 
target. A plate of special steel designed 
for a shield received rifle and gatiing gun 
fire f.t 100 yards' range without a single pen- 
etration, while the plate hitherto used was 
penetrated at every shot, the gatliug gun 
almost cutting it in two.—Chicago Herald.

Tho Heat of tho Sun. 


The mechanical energy of one square 


yard of tho SUB'S surface -would keep an 
ocean steamship under full headway. If 
all the coal of the earth were put into one 
large, heap and kindled with'an unlimited 
supply of oxygen for its combustion, it 
would not give out heat sufficient to re- 
place that lost by tho sun in one-thou- 
sandth part of a second of time. In the 
ball of llamiiig matter which we call tho 
sun clouds o£ carbon are continually ris- 
ing to tho surface nml remain there to 
glow with inconceivable intensity. 


By tho help of photography, aided by 


the spectroscope, the cloudy surface of the 
sun can now be examined. Previously the 
corona, ivhich. really is a. crown of fiery 
tongues of flnnie, many of them 50,000 
miles in length, could only be seen during 
an eclipse, but now we have photographs 
which show these flames to be ever dart- 
ing forth imd dickering from tha sun's 
disk.

Sho has gone among tbe slums and by force 
Of moral suasion, in which she has the great- 
est faith, sbe has sought out girls and put 
them in the way o£ belter lives. 


Mrs. Miller is the pioneerprison. reformer 


of America, and for 40 years she has been 
engaged in the work. In St.- Louis in ISM, 
when she was scarcely 20 years old, a young 
man with whoso parents she was very well 
acquainted was sentenced to a term in the 
penitentiary for larceny. She knew him to 
be innocent, but despite all effort he was 
taken to Jefferson City. Mrs, Miller drew 
up a petition, took it from house to house 
in Sc. Louis and obtained many signatures. 
Theu she conveyed it to the state capital 
and laid it before the governor. Her first 
effort was successful. This experience with 
criminals interested her in the causa. 


Spurred on. by success, she determined to 


devote herself to work in the prison. She 
studied out the question on two lines—that 
poverty -would diminish, with crime-and 
with it suffering; that the redemption of 
the hardened from their ways and the turn- 
ing back of the tyro in crime to the beaten 
path was the only true kind of charity. 


After a long work in Sc. Louis Mrs. Mil- 


ler moved to Davenport, In., where she 
lived until she went to Chicago in 1SS2. 
Her fame had spread, and El>« held a place 
of honor among philanthropists. The first 
work Mrs. Miller did after she moved to 
Chicago was to begin an investigation of 
the penitentiary at Joliet. She called to the 
minds of tho people tbe iniquity of the 
prison whipping post. Public opinion was 
aroused, and the whipping post was banish- 
ed. Prison reform began i:i earnest. The 
•work did not stop -with prisons, but -went 
to the lockups and jails. 


Mrs. Miller does not believe in punish- 


ment for crime and calls tho prison and tho 
jail schools of crime and tbu alma maters 
of burglars and murderers. 
"Of1 course," 


she says, "there are some men who arc 
vicious and a menace to society, and some- 
thing should be clone with them. Society 
has to be protected; I appreciate thut. In- 
sane asylums are humane- and worthy-in- 
stitutions. I believe that penitentiaries 
make move crime. The move that cvimo is 
flaunted before tiie eyes of women and 
children, the more occasion there-will be 
for punishment. Crime transmits itself. 
What we ought to do is to restrain and 
educate our criminal class. Prison disci- 
pline is worth more a thousand times than 
the grated cells, the high walls u.ad tho 
prison guards."

many instances of 
frauds, and three 
notable cases of re- 
cent dafeo have at- 


tracted widespread interest. lathe case of 
Lieutenant Hambroupih, who was mysteri- 
ously shot in Scotland, Monson, who was 
charged with murdering him, has been ac- 
quitted by a Scotch verdict of ".not proven" 
and is likely tocollect the $100,000 insurance 
on tho young lieutenant's life. The fate o£ 
Dr. Meyer, who is accused of making a busi- 
,les3 of poisoninK men and women and col- 
lecting insurance ou their lives,.has not yet 
bcr-u decided. 


A more rocent case is that o£ John C. 


Austin, whoso heirs were awarded $10,- 
752.50 iu New York the other day in n suit 
brouKlit against the Mutual Reserve Fund 
Life Insurance association. Iu tho summer 
•of -1S91. Austin insured his life for $10,000 
•mud three days later was reported drowned 
-at Coney Island. His clothes .were found 
in a bathhouse, but tho body was never 
found, and tbero wab some unusual— not to 
say suspicious— circumstances connected 
with. the alleged drowning- -The insurance 
company was not satisfied with the proofs 
of duatb, and tho heirs brought suit. At 
the triui the defendants produced a witness 
who claimed to have seen Austin in tho 
Adirondiicks a year after his disappearance 
.and introduced a photograph .of Austin in 
.hunting costume alleged to have been taken 
inlSOS. But the jury decided that Austin 
was dead. 


Up to date the attempted frauds on life 


insurance companies are, first, the very 
rare one of pretended death, which may bo 
artificially induced by certain drugs; sec- 
ond, false certifications through bribery or 
forgery; third, false personation of tho ap- 
plicant and deception of tlie medical ex- 
aminer and substitution of a dead body. 
The only cuso of successfully simulated 
death on record occurred iu Eus'laud many 
years ago, and, strangetosay, thesame wom- 


• anwcut through the simulated death per- 
formance on three distinct occasions be- 
.tween intervals of many years, and her 
"husband" or "father" or "brother," who 
vras partner in the schemes, was the same 
man'on ouch occasion. The pair were suc- 
cessful ia each instance. 


In tho first attempt the man was a pov- 


erty stricken gentleman of the suburbs ot 
London, then a gambling army officer of 
Queen square and fi/mllya Liverpool mer- 
chant. Life insurance men -in speaking of 
the case say that so successful a series of 
frauds by thesame person appears wonder- 
ful at the present day, and that the woman 
cither possessed that power-of simulating 
•death of which there have been a few ru- 
morkablo instances in history or that the 
physician ->vus bribed. 


One Franz Tomatscheck in Berlin some 


tlmeback was heavily insured. The funeral 
took place. But when a disintccment was 
.had the contents of tho coffin were found 
•to consist of stone and straw, and it was 
.ascertained that Tomatschuck, impelled by 
irresistible curiosity and disguised beyond 
recognition, had attended his own funeral. 


Hero is another and a most remarkable 


case of . the same kind. In 1SG5 a wine mer- 
. chant in Bordeaux, France, .named Vital 
Douat, insured his life for 100,000 francs in 
the Paris office. Then lie went to London. 
His widow a little later presented herself 
.at tho insurance office witli the legal docu- 
mentary proof of her husband's death. 
The company somehow "smelt a.rat" and 
investigated. It seems that when Douut 
went, to London he put up at Ford's hotel 
.under tho name of Robert!. While there 
.he got a French waiter to write him out a 
•certificate in English, purporting to be 
••igned by Dr. Ci-itti, to the effect that Vital 
Douat had died on the £0th of November, 


• 16C5, of aneurism of the heart. 


This certificate was preseutedito the reg- 


ister of deaths . at Plaif tow by Douat hlm- 
iself. The certificate \vas resistui-iid,, it be- 


• • t a ^ - l - - 
don plaice who found M this out. But 
when the sergeant made his discoveries 
Douat had come to this country beyoad his 
Teach. Douat was doomed, however. Jn 
WOO .he went to Antwerp, where he attempt- 
ed to obtain from insurance companies a 
liSij-sum of insurance on goods shipped oua 
•vessel. He produced invoices representing 
that the cases and barrels contained $50,000 
worth of cloaks and laces. The cases got 
ignited on tliu dock, and, lo and behold! 
they developed into t\vo barrels of tar, and 
the cases were found to contain rosin, chips, 
alcohol, powder and charcoal. He was sen- 
tenced to death, but the French govern- 
ment claimed bim under the extradition. 


. act, and for his attempted fraud on the 
Paris Life Insurance company he was sen- 
tenced to penal servitude when ib got him. 


Here is an interesting drowning case: D. 


K. Boswell of lluncie, Ind., on Sept. 15, 
1871, started for St. Louis with his wife. 
He purchased two tickets for $3,000 each, 
good for 10 days, of the Railway Passenger 
company of Hartford. 
His life'was in- 


sured for S10.000 in tho Franklin Life of In- 
dianapolis. Ho was president of the local 
board of the company at Muncie, and ho 
was so highly thought of that he was not 
only made president of the board, but when 
Le insured his life for §10,000 tho company 
did notask foracash paymentof the pre- 
mium or. the policy.but took his note for six 
mouths. Boswell and his wife on Sept. 22, 
1871, left St. Louis on the steamer St. Luke.. 
At midnight Mrs. Boswell gave the alarm 
that her husbaud had fallen overboard 
while sick. "I saw Mr. .Boswell falling 
backward and overboard," she said. "I 
sprang to catch him where he sat on tho

could not. I saw him reach the water, 
there was n splash, and all was over." 
Search for tho dead body was made. It 
was never found. The agent of one of the 
life companies James Eoswell had insured 
Vimself in wrote to the company, "Boswull 
was one of our best citizens, of the best 
habits, respected and esteemed by all who 
knew him." 


The Franklin company was sued by the 


widow. The verdict was in her favor for 
fll.OOO. This was set aside and a new trial 
granted, Boswell bad now been "dead" 
three vears. The case was again to coine 
up. This was ia 1S74. About this time

there was Judge I. S. Howe in Galesburp;, 
Ills.

He 
admitted it and suddenly went south, leav- 
ing his Crunk as security for a loan of S300. 


It was plain tbat Mrs. Boswell was in the 


scheme, as it was proved th.it she had vis- 
Ited'VJudse Howe" io. Galesburg and had 
passed '•there as his neice. She ivus arrested, 
tried and convicted, and sentenced to pris- 
on. Boswell was captured in Michigan iu 
July, 1S74, aud escaped punishment on the 
technicality that a man and wife could not 
conspire. 


Here is 11 'case that completely outdoes 


Meyer if he is guilty ot what lie is charged 
with: \Villiam Palmer lived in Rugely, a 
little town ou the line of the Northwestern 
railway, Ens'.ar.d. In 1SDC he was a fino 
looking roan, 35 years old. He married tho 
beautiful .daughter of Colonel Brooks of 
the East India service. The girl's mother 
had received from the colonel a life lease ot 
his estate. Palmer was a fast liver. Ho 
loved horse rucinK and had n private labor- 
atory where he made various chemical ex- 
periments. When short of funds one day, 
he appealed to Mrs. Brooks. She went to 
live with her daughter at once. She died 
suddenly four days after she reached the 
Rugely home. By her death Palmer's wife 
became owner of the Brooks estate, but un- 
der his control. He now lived a faster life 
than ever. J?our of his children, like Mrs. 
Brooks, died suddenly, with intervals of 
one ov two years between the death of each. 
There remained ouu. At tho mother's death 
the estate would pass to that little one. 


Palmer had hi'j wife's life Insured for 


875,000. A .sporting friend of Palmer's, 
named Bladtm, called upon him soon after- 
ward to collect a debt of 58,500. He fell 
sick ut Palmer's house and died. Palmer's 
•'family physician" said the cause was cere- 
bral fever. A year .after ward Mrs. Palmer 
took sick aiid-died. The "family ph7sician" 
made out the <leath certificate, aud soon 
afterward the London life companies paid 
the $75,000. Pulmerthen had his brother 
Walter's life insured for.335,000. The broth- 
er was a hard .drinker. Palmer, the chem- 
ical experimenter, gave him giu.to drink, 
and ho died shortly. He then applied for 
tho insurance; 'but, strange to say, when 
the companies refused':to settle he never 
renewed the application. But Palmer was 
such a good mun! No neighbor suspected 
he would do a wrong act. 


In November, 1855, John Parsons Cook's 


horse won at the .Shrewsbury races $10,000, 
beating Palmer's. The latter had bet heav- 
ily, iind his losses were great. Besides he 
hadlorged notes .to tbe extent of §05,000, 
and exposure threatened lurn. Cook was 
worth, $00,000, and Palmer had obtained 
CookVi signature to many notes. He got 
Cook rto visit his (Palmer's) Rugely house 
that month (November). Palmer gave Cook 
somethinc to driu't and gave him some 
pills. He died two days afterward. The 
"family physician" said the cause was apo- 
plexy. The post mortem revealed evidences 
of poison. Palmer was tried for murder 
and found fiuilty and was hanged. The 
body of Jirs. Pulmer had been by this time 
15 mouths jn the grave; It was exhumed. 
It was fouiid that she had died from the ef- 
fects of antimony, which was detected in 
.all parts ot the body. The body of the broth- 
er Walter was exhumed. It was foucdthat 
prussic acid had killed him. 


Palmer's high social position and the 


medical certificates had prevented the life 
insurance companies from suspecting any 
wrongdoing, J.ust before tlie revelations 
as to book's deaih Palmer bad tried to in- 
sure the life ot hiscroom, George Bates, for 
$125,000. Pulnier,1' in his application, dt- 
sci'ibiid Bates as a "gentleman of independ- 
ent means." He had also at the same time 
tried to have tlio life oC the postmaster of 
Rugely insured for 520,000. The denoue- 
ment in the Cook caj>ii consequently saved 
their lives.
